NEW ATONE 
MOCKED BY TAFT 


President Takes Direct 
Issue With Roosevelt. 


——_____- -— — 


Taft, im Speech at St. Paul, De- 
but He Opposes Invasion of 
Rights of States---Speech of 
President Was Well Received. 


Minneapolis, Minn. September 5.-— 
After speaking at the conservation 
congress in Bt. Paul this morning and 
at the Minnesota State Fair grounds 
outside this city this afternoon, Presil- 
Gent Taft left for Beverly tonight by 
way of Chicago. 

In his conservation address the 
president won a quick response from 
his thousands of hearers by ap appeal 
to practical common sense in dealing 
with canservation problems. 

Challenge to “New Nationalism.” 

In the opinion of many who heard 
him, he also made answer to the re- 
cent agitation for a “new nationa!- 
ism," or a federal centralization of 
power by declaring that the only safe 
course to pursue was to hold fast te 
the limitations of the constitution and 
to regard as sacred the power of the 
states. 

Mr. Taft, amid applause, 
quent references to the service of 
Theodore Roosevelt in the cause of 
conservation, but he declared that the 
ilme for rhapsodies and glittering gen- 
éralities had passed. He suggested io 
the congress that it should invite 
speakers to come down to detalis, to 
specific evils and specific remedies. 

These sentiments by the president 
seemed to receive the approval of 
nearly al] his hearers. They came 
near the end of a iong, detailed and 
exhaustive discussion of conservation, 
and he ended his speech with the audi- 
ence on its feet. 

Mr. Taft did not attempt to solve the 
problem of water power site control 
as between the states and the general 
government, but after stating the ar- 
guments advanced on both sides of tha 
subject he said he would submit the 
whole matter to the congress at Wash- 
ington for determination. 

Taft Talks to Labor Men. 

At the fair grounds the president 
delivered a Labor day address, the 
most notable utterance of which was 4 
atatement that he knew of no inten- 
tion on the part of the government .0 
prosecute labor leaders under the ant!. 
trust law. At tbe same time the pres!- 
dent said he did not believe labor or- 
ganizations should be exempted from 
such perescution by specific statutes. 
He declared that such a provision of 
law would smack of class legislation. 

He aid not believe labor unions de- 
sired or needed class legislation, and 
said he counted on the!r help in pre- 
venting such legislation. 

The president received @ demonstra- 
tive, but notan unroar.ous, welcome in 
St. Paul. Te streets were lined from 
the depot to the reviewing stand whe. 
Mr. Taft witnessed the passing of the 
Labor day parade.

POLICEMAN AND FAMILY 
KILLED BY BLACK HAND 


Man, Wife and Six Little Ones 
Cruelly Done to 
eng 


Reggio, Calabria, Italy, September 6b. 
To the vengeance of the Black Hand 
society in New York is ascribed the 
revolting murder early today of Po- 
liceman Revoline, his wife and six 
children in the little village of Pel- 
laro, which lies eight miles south of 
Reggio, on the strait of Messina. 

At 2 o'clock this morning some 
townspeople of Pellaro were awakened 
by the terrified shrieks of a child, 
and rushing to the cottage occupied 
by the Revoline family, found the 
three-year old daughter of the police- 
man lying with her throat cut before 
the open door of her home screaming 
piteously. 

Tenderly picking up the little child, 
the villagers carried her inside the 
house, where they were horrified to 
find the remaining members of her 
family dead, all of them having been 
terribly mutilated by blows from an 


axe. 

The Revolines returned from the 
United States a short time ago and 
since then, it ts said, :two attempts 
have been made to poison them. Rev- 
line himself spoke of the possibility 
of vengeance being directed against 
him. 
The little girl whose cries aroused 
the neighborhood soon died. None of 
the townspeople saw or heard the 
murderers, who escaped without 
leaving a clue as to their idenity.

Fargo, N. Dak., September §.—In an 
address here today before a large 
Labor day crowd, in which were hun- 
dreds of members of labor unions, 
Theodore Roosevelt spoke words of

i'man. He referred to Judge C. F. Ami- 
| don, of the district of North Dakota, 
apd his remarks were applauded vigor- 
ously by the crowd. 

Roosevelt Put on Raincoat. 

Fargo'’s Labor day celebration was 
almost spoiled by rain, which fell in- 
termittently throughout the day; but 
the program was carried out between 
the showers. Colonel Roosevelt was on 
the speaker's stand at Island Park in 
this city, where the principal exercises 
of the day were held when the heaviest 
shower came up. He put on his rain- 
coat, buttoning it up under his chin, 
and, pulling his hat over his eyes, left 
the shelter afforded by the canvas 
covering of the stand and went out 
into the rain to make room for the 
women, whose hats were being soaked. 

In introducing Colonel Roosevelt, 
Judge Amidon said the people assem- 
bled there should not forget that, above 
all, the occasion was one for the labor- 
ing men who were holding their annual 
celebration. 

Suggesting that laboring men suffer 
wrongs that might be righted by 
legislation, Judge Amidon called espe- 
cial attention to the failure of con- 
gress to enact a law providing for 
compensation for laboring men when 
injured or for their families in the 
event of their death while employed. 

Every government of Europe, with 
the exception of Turkey, he said, had 
enacted such laws, elimination from 
the question of compensation all mat- 
ters of negligence on the part of either 
the employees or the employer, and fix- 
ing \a definite amount to which the 
employee should be entitled. 

Roosevelt Lauds Federal Judge. 

When Colonel Roosevelt reached 
that part of his speech in which he 
advocated a workingman’s compensa- 
tion act, he turned to Judge Amidon 
and said: 

“IT cannot help saying just one word 
as to how I have been delighted this 
afternoon to hear utterances from a 
federal judge who looks ahead, from a 
federal judge who not only stands for 
honesty and righteousness in the con- 
ventional forms in which judges have 
been accustomed to see him for gener- 
ations, but who stands facing the 
changing conditions and realizing that 
the constitution of the United States 
must be administered, if it is to be 
administered wisely, by men who sym- 
pathize with and understand the needs 
of wage workers just as they sympa- 
thize with and understand the needs 
of all other American citizens.” 

A parade headed by the trades 
unions of Fargo traversed the prin- 
cipal streets of the city and Colonel 
Roosevelt, who rode in an automobile, 
was cheered constantly by crowds 
which filled the sidewalks. The 
United Commercial Travelers of North 
Dakota, who had a large representa- 
tion in line, helped to amuse the crowd. 
They had an old stage coach, on top of 
which was a man dressed to imperson- 
ate Colone!| Roosevelt. He was car- 
rying a rifle aimed at a stuffed bear 
lying at his feet. : 

When Colone!] Roosevelt reached the 
park rain began to fall. 

He Get Women Under Sheiter. 

The speakers’ stand was uncovered 
and Colonel Roosevelt hurriedly put 
on his raincoat. ‘In a few minutes a 
canvass roof, which kept out most of 
the rain, was rigged up. The colonel 
looked out over the crowd, at the sum- 
mer hats and dresses which were be- 
ing soaked and left the stand. He went 
out among the crowd and told the 
women to go up there under cover. 
When he had filled the stand with 
women he sauntered through the 
crowd, heedless of the rain, shaking 
hands and talking with the people. 

After ten minutes of steady down- 
pour the sun suddenly broke through 
the clouds and the shower was over. 
The people cheered, the women left the 
stand, Colonel Roosevelt resumed his 
place and the exercises of the day were 
resumed. 

After an invocation by Bishop Cam- 
eron, of the Episcopal church, George 
B. Howley, president of the Minnesota 
State Federation of Labor, made an 
address. 

“There is no man on the face of the 
earth that stands as near or as dear 
to the laboring people as does Theo- 
dore Roosevelt,”’ he said.

Gov. Stubbs Lauds Gifford 
Pinchot and _Inferentially 
Knocks Ballinger and Taft. 
The Fight for Control of Con- 
gress Will Be Fierce.

St. Paul, Minn., September 6.—The 
immense crowd which heard President 
Taft deliver one of the best speeches of 
his career before the conservation con- | 
gress here today missed hearing some | 
very pointed remarks in the afternoon, 
delivered by Governor Stubbs, of Kan- 
Sas. 

The Kansas executive pulled his 
sleeves up to give his arms full swing,’ 
loosened his necktie to give play ¢o’ 
his vocal organs and proceeded to re- 
mark that if he. had the power he 
would kick Secretary Ballinger out 2?f 
office. As he made this assertion, the 
most sensational of the day, he glared 
at those spectators who had not fol- 
lowed the president to the state fair 
grounds, and then surveyed the oth2r 
governors on the platform. Later, in 


private, Governor Hay, of Washington, 
took occasion to inform Governor 
Stubbs that he considereq Secretary | 
Ballinger as white a man as the United 
States can boast. 

He Lauds Pinchot, 

“The people of this country should 
erect a monument to Gifford Pinchot, 
began Governor Stubbs. “He deserves 
it for saving the coal lands of the 
country, if for nothing else. I don't 
know why it is that corporations an‘ 
others that want to steal power sites 
and timber want control of natural re- 
sources vested in state legislatures. 
Anyway, I don’t take any stock in this 
Ballinger idea of grag things. If 
I were president of the United States 
I would kick him out of office in 4 
minute. I'l like to see some of these 
Alaska coal thieves. I'd put them 
where they belong.’ 

The militant governor from Kansas 
added that President Taft, in his ad- 
dress, had said some things, and, said 
he, “I want to give him credit for it.” 

This brief but pointed address, de- 
livered in vitriolic style, was called 
forth by remarks of Governor Norrie, 
of Montana, who, in advocating state 
control of natural resources, declared 
that Montana had begun the conserva- 
tion of her resources before the fed- 
eral government ever began to think 
of it. 


Stubbs Cormers Norris. 

“Isn't it a fact. Goevrnor’ Norris,’ 
demanded Governor Stubbs. “that the 
national government has led in the de- 
velopment of irrigation in the west? 
in the last three or four 
years,” came the answer. Mr. Norris 
would have made further answer, but 
Governor Stubbs was again addressing 
the audience. 

“Yes, in the last three or four years. 
Why, the movement only got started 
then when Theodore Roosevelt and 
Gifford Pinchot got busy. The nation 
ought to erect a monument to them.

As a matter 
of fact, there was no conference and 
the speeches delivered to a vast array 
of empty seats, which made the crowd 
look smaller than it was. 

One Ballinger Shouter. 

Governor Stubbs acted as chairman 
of the session. When the meeting 
was over Governor Hay walked down 
the aisle with him. 

“I want to say, Governor Stubbs, 
that you’re no whiter man than Rich- 
ard A. Ballinger,” observed the Wash- 
ington leader. To this Mr. Stubbs 
made no reply and Land Commissioner 
Ross, also of Washington, joined Mr. 
Hay. 

“I want to add,” said Mr. Ross, “that 
Ballinger is as white a man as 
Roosevelt ever had in his cabinet; 
that’s what we think of Mr. Ballinger 
out in washington.”

Western Views on Congervation. 

Governor Brooks read the following 
resolutions, which he said were adopted 
at the meeting of the western ‘gov- 
ernors at Salt Lake City, and which, 
he said, express the conservation views 
of the states there represented. 

“First, that to legislatively solve the 
problems of conservation the national! 
congress adhered to the doctrine of 
Abraham Lincoln that the public lands 
are &@ permanent national possession, 
held in trust for the maturing states. 

“Second, that state government, no 
less beneficently than national gov- 
ernment, is capable of dividing an 
administering laws for the conserva- 
tion of public property; and that the 
national and state governments should 
legislatively co-ordinate to the end 
that within a reasonable period 7 
time the state governments be con- 
ceded the full and complete adminis- 
tration of such conservation laws as 
may be found adaptable to the varying 
conditions of the several states. 

“Third, that the experience of the 
conservation states demonstrates that 
disposition of public property made 
under existing national conservation 
laws and regulations have tended to 
intrench monopolies and interests 
menacing the common welfare; and 
that modifications of such laws and 
regulations should be promoted by th» 
conservation congress. 

“Fourth, that the elimination from 
the national forest reserves of aj)! 
homestead and untimbereq grazing 
lands is immediately expedient. 

“Fifth, that mse and control of all 
water power inheres of right in the 
within restrictions insuring 
perpetual freedem from monopoly. 

“Sixth, that the privilege of Ameri- 
can citizens to seek and develop min- 
eral wealth wherever it may be foun‘ 
should be fully amplified and secured 
by laws. 

“Seventh, that the idea of deriving 
federal revenue from the physical re- 
sources of the states Is repugnant to 
that adjustment of constitutional pow- 
ers which guarantees the perpetuity 
of the union.” 

Fer State Control.

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Boston, Mass., September §.—Claude 
Grahame-White, of England, proved 
himseif the superior of all the aviators 
tu'ting part in the second day's events 
of the Harvard-Boston aero meet, 
before 30,000 people at Atlantic

f the five classes contested. 

In addition White in exhibition 
flights demonstrated in a thrilling 
manner all the hazardous features of 
of the air. in dipping and 
sweeping and making short turns. He 
did this nat only alone, but in one of 
his flights took up Miss Mary Camp- 
bell of New York, and after twice cir- 
cling the course in &an easy manner 
gave her a thril] with a 200-foot slide 
down the wind to within 10 feet of 
the ground from which elevation he 
dropped lightly onto the turf. Charles 
Foster Willard, of Melrose, took up 
the first newspaper woman to make 
an ascension in this country, Mes 
Eleanor Ladd, of Boston. ‘ 

The best time of the day made by 
White was 4% miles.in six minutes 
one second with a Bieriot. 

White’s distance record of the day 
was 45 miles 61 feet, On which trip he 
was 1 hour 16 minutes 7 seconds in 
the air. 

One Serious Accident. 

The one serious accident of the day 
occurred in the amateur class, when 
Horace F. Kearney, of Kansas City, 
Mo., while running over the ground at 
the get-away, shot into a wire fence 
and crumpled up the front control of 
his Pfitzner monoplane. He escaped 
unhurt. 

Owing to @ heavy fog, which pre- 
vailed all day and a pouring rain fur 
an hour in the afternoon, it was im- 
possibile to start any machines in the 
altitude contest or on the flight “to 
Boston light and return. White, in a 
Bleriot; Curtiss, in his own machine, 
and Willard, in another Curtiss, com- 
peted in the speed contest of three 
laps of the mile and three-quarters. 
course. White did it in 6 minutes 1 
second, Curtiss in 6 minutes 31 sec- 
onds and Willard in 7 minutes 38 4-5 
seconds. 

There were eight entries in the du- 
ration contest. White winning out oy 
remaining up 1 hour 16 minutes and 
7, seconds, while Johnstone was in the 
air 48 minutes 642-5 seconds. 

The five contestants in the distance 
event were obliged to allow first place 
for White, who made 46 miles 617 feet, 
Johnstone being second, with 26 miles 
3,107 feet. The Englishman was the 
only man to compete in the get-away 
and required 110 feet and 8 inches to 
get his Bileriot monoplane off the 
ground. 

In the bomb-dropping contest Waite 
proved himself the star performer of 
the day, dropping two of his ten 
bombs directly into the funnel of the 
battleship, while al] of the other shots 
hit some part of the deck. Curtiss 
made a bull’s-eye on the funnel and 
seven hit on the deck out of eight 
shorts on one entry and struck the 
battleship nine out of ten times on «4 
second attempt.

The report of Austin B. Fletcher on the work accomplished in 
the first six months recites that the California county has under- 
taken in one job a task one-half as large as the rich and prosperous 
commonwealth of Massachusetts has been sixteen years in com- 
pleting. : 

When the undertaking is finished, San Diego will have a net- 
work of splendidly-paved highways gridironing the county, elimi- 
nating all grades over 6 per cent; radiating from the boulevard along 
the coast to the main centers of population, and on toward the agri- 
cultural and fruit-growing sections of the county.

The proceeds of the $1,250,000 invested in good roads will be reaped 
many times over in greater comfort, convenience and increased val- 
ues.

Virginia places the statue of Lee in 
the hall of fame, and Mississippi is 
considering the advisability of sending 
the statue of Jeff Davis. The Lee ques- 
tion caused considerable agitation in 
the north. There were those who be- 
lieved that a man, however great and 
good, who led an army of rebellion 
against his cofntry should not be hon- 
ored in the capitol of the nation he at- 
tempted to destroy. Hot-headed and 
irreconcilable northerners gave utter- 
ances to sentiments greatly lacking in 
the spirit of brotherhood and friendli- 
ness that is so desirable between the 
two sections. And the south, through 
its press, replied with even greater bit- 
terness. 

There is not the slightest doubt of 
the ability, honesty and fineness of life 
of Robert E. Lee. He deserves to rank 
as one of the greatest men America 
has produced. His statue fittingly is 
Placed in the hall of fame, and the 
civil strife that threw him into the 
lost cause is forgotten by the broad- 
minded men who have passed final 
judgment. 

But if it ever comes to a_ serious 
question of decreeing a similar honor 
to the memory of John Brown will the 
south prove equally magnanimous” 

In the cause of human liberty, in 
the cuuse that he believed right and 
just, John Brown invaded and made 
War upon a sovereign state, and was 
ignominiously put to death. In the 
cause of state sovereignty, that Lee 
considered right and just, the ‘great 
Virginian made war upon his nation, 
and was respected and henored for the 
work he did. Are not the two cases 
wholly parallel? Robert E. Lee was 
a much abler man, a better balanced 
man, than John Brown; but their de- 
votion to principle, their unselfishness, 
their courageous gentieness, place the 
Virginia gentiemnan and the Kansas 
frontiersman side by side in the broth- 
erhood of heroes.

Apparentiy, when his interview was 
written, Mr. Pendleton had come to 
entertain some doubt himself as to 
whether he was correct in supposing 
that 1 had spoken to him. So doubting, 
he ought not to have concluded it with 
the intimation that I had meddied 
without authority. I have at all times 
regretted that his newspaper and oth- 
ers in sympathy with it have seemed 
to hold such unfriendly feelings toward 


'me personally, and I have never been 


able even to conjecture the cause of 
I have, therefore, pass- 
ed them over in silence, hoping that 
time would soften their feelings. I 
reply at this time to Mr. P leton 
solely because his article was a per- 
sonal utterance, and in order to correct 
an error which was so wholly without 
foundation that I imagine Mr. Pendle- 
ton himself will be giad to be set 
right.

TO RECEIVE IMPETUS BY TOUR

Waycross, Ga., September 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—““Every man who owns an auto- 
mobile ought to take part in the tour 
around the state next month,” says 
George W. Deen, of Waycross. “Geor- 
gia is undergoing a wonderful trans- 
formation. Only a few years ago all 
the country from the Altamaha river 
to the Florida line was mostly forest. 
Now it is being cut up into farms and 
in ten years more it will be the most 
productive part of the state. Twenty- 
five years ago land sold all through 
middie and south Georgia at 50 cents 
to $1 @n acre with the timber on it. 
The railroads wondered what they 
would do for traffic when the turpen- 
tine and saw mill men were gone. No- 
body seemed to have much faith in tne 
possibilities of the soll, but now it is 
realized that there is no more produc- 
tive land in the world.

They do a great deal of grada- 
ing up here in some counties, but the’ 
have not all learned how to make the 
right kind of surface. We are buils- 
ing sand clay roads, and they ¢4ie¢ 
proving to be the greatest blessing we 
ever had. I have a farm 13 miles from 
Statesboro, and it used to be that three 
bales of cotton were all one pair of 
mules could haul through the sand. 
Now one pair can haul seven and eight 
bales. 

“Our farmers are buying autome- 
biles all over the country, and we are 
extending our road system &s fast as 
we can build with what convicts we 
have. We have not finished the auto- 
mobile road all the way across the 
county, but we have several miles of 
splendid road, and our worst Is better 
than the best in some counties 1 have

through Bulloch county. Our people 
are very much iriterested in it, and in 
the work which The Constitution is 
doing for good roads. Bulloch is the 
blue-ribbon county of Georgia, having 


won the blue ribbon at the state fair 
two or three times. That and the 
roads which we are building, are a! 
great advertisement for the county. 

“anr while I am on this subject, I , 
want to say a word for Jenkins and | 
Burke counties. They are two more’ 
that have beautiful roads. The north 
Georgians wil! certainly sit up when 
they get down in our country.” 

W. L. Williams, one of the commis- 


sioners of Dooly county, has been at 
the Spring a few days with his wife. 
He is also deeply interested th road 
improvement. ‘I would like to have 
some of these up-country commis- 
sioners come down to Dooly county 
and learn how to build roads,” he 
said. “I hear people talking about 
the clay roads being almost impassa- 
ble in Clayton and other counties. 
George McKenzie, of Atlanta, was 
down here yesterday, and he said 
that the mud was so deep between 
Hapeville and Jonesboro that he was 
on the point of turning Dack. If 
they will just drain their road and get 
some top soil from the fields and put 
on top of the road, they can make a 
hard surface. I have had bad spots 
which I remedied that way. On one 
piece of road I put a covering of 
black mud from the low places along 
the road. Then I put sand on the 
mud. The traffic mixed it up thor- 
oughly, and when it dried out the 
surface was hard and smooth. Now 
the rain runs off and, from being one 
of the worst pleces of road in the 
county, it is as fine as any.” 

Mr. Williams is a progressive farm- 
er. He uses a gasoline tmaction en- 


gine to pull his plows, and says he can 


turn forty acres a weel. with it, plow- 
ing the land to a good depth. When 
it is not working, it is not eating, he 
says. He prepares his land with this 
plow and when planting time comes, 
his mules are fresh and fat, instead 
of, being broken down, as they would 
be if they had to.pull the plows to. 
break the land.

Thomasville, Ga, September 
(Specicl.)—With the primary over and 
the excitement attending it subsided, 
the next event scheduled in which the 
people of this section are interested is 
the around-the-state tour, which has 
been somewhat relegated to the back- 
ground of late by politics.

This does not include all the liquor 
that has been seized by the detectives 
and police, for there has been destroy- 
ed over 150 gallons and fully as much 
has been turned over to the owners. It 
is a policy of the department to give 
back to owners whisky taken in raids 
where a demand has been made; but no 
whisky peddler ever gets back his 
stuff. Blind-tigwer peddlers are consid- 
ered too petty to be given any consid- 
eration at al]. 

What will become of this big sup- 
ply of whisky? That question has been 
asked a number of times by even mem- 
bers of the police department. And. 
here comes in a very peculiar situation. 
The police department has in many in- 
stances given whisky to charitable in- 
stitutions and to patients on request 


In other words, in a 


prohibition state, whisky is being doled 
out by the police for medicine—whisky 
that has been taken from violators of 
the law. It shows that the police con- 
cede whisky in some cases to be a 
necessity, and, while prosecuting peo- 
ple for selling it, the authorities them- 
selves give it away. 

It is a question, whether or not it is 
a violation of the law to give away 
whisky even -for medicine. The state 
law says it must not be furnished by 
anybody. 

The contrabrand whisky is kept by 
the détectives undér lock and key in 
a small room, which nobody is allowed 
to enter except by permission of the 
chief of police or the sergeant of de- 


tectives. 

The supply keeps growing, and it 
will not be very long before Atlanta 
will have whisky enough to supply the

Widening Stewart Ave. 


J. R. Smith Agrees to Give 
More Than Two-Thirds of the 
Property Needed to Do the 
Work---Plans for eeegrted 
ment of New Section. 


Grading will be started within the 
next few days for the purpose of de- 
veloping a new section of Atlanta for 
manufacturing purposes, and this de- 
velopment, when carried out, will give 
to the city new and better streets and 
connect much-traveled thoroughfares 
with some of the best-paved roads in 
the county. 

This section is bounded by White- 
hall street, Stewart avenye, Murphy 
avenue, Benjamin avenue, Bluff street 
and Wells street, and ties just to the 
east of where the Central railroad 
crosses Whitehall street in West End. 

The property is being developed by 
J. R. Smith, who has already -spent 
much money in laying it out. Mr. 
Smith has agreed to do more than his 
share in the matter of widening Stew- 
art avenue, and, more than that, he 
is geéing to give to the city a new 
street to connect Whitehall street with 
Bluff street. 

The widening’ of Stewart avenue, if 
carried out, will give a boulevard 
which is a direct route to the Speed- 
way, and which connects the city in 
that section with several of the best- 
paved county roads. The people in that 
part of Atlanta have long wanted 
Stewart avenue widened, and Mr. 
Smith, who will give most of the prop- 
erty needed, points out how the work 


}can best be done. 


To Widen Stewart Avenue. 

The importance of widening Stewart 
avenue is generally conceded. Prop- 
erty owners on the north side of 
street have refused to participate in 
this improvement, although the street 
is .only 34 feet wide, including side- 


Mr. Smith proposes to donate 10 feet 
from his property on the south side of 
Stewart avenue in any event for a 
distance of 670 feet; but, if the city 
will purchase 16 feet from him on his 
Whitehal! street frontage at the corner 
of Stewart avenue, at an appraised 
value, he will give 16 feet alone the 
rest of his property line. which extends 
670 feet east from Whitehall strevt. If 
he gives the 10 feet of his frontage, 
he will only ask the city to secure the 
rest of the frontage to Wells street, a 
distance of 276 feet. If the city Luys 
16 feet from him on his Whitehall! 
street frontage, he points out that it 
will be a comparatively easy matter to 
the strip needed for the rest of the 
distance. In either case, the city will 
make a good bargain, and in the de- 
velopment of one of the best sections of 
Atlanta, besides widening a much-useg 
driveway that now has the prepor- 
tions of a back alley. 

Other Improvements, 

A part of the plan is to extend a 
spur track from the Central railroed 
through the property, so as to connect 
with the Southern railroad by going

under Stewart avenue and Bluff street. 
| This will be of immense benefit to the | 


traffic of the city, and will almost 
be equal to a miniature belt line. 

The West ‘End fire engine houses, 
located on a part of the tract ‘Inder 
development, 
days, to the corner of Oak and White- 
hall streets, on the other side of the 
Central’s tracks. 

Mr. Smith further proposes tc deed 
to the city a strip of land 40 feet wide 
for a new street, to be known as Tift 


| avenue, which will extend from White- 


hall street to Bluff street. This alone 
will be of great advantage to that 
whole section, as a street at that par- 
ticular point is greatly needed. 

Why Width Is Needed. 

Stewart avenue is now only 34 feet 
wide. ‘It is the street which is travel- 
ed by autos and other vehicles going 
from the city to the big Speedway. It 
is even more used for pleasure and 
business driving. Under Mr. Smith’s 
Plan, the street can either be made 44 
or 50 feet wide. Fifty feet will not be 
any too wide, as the street not only 
leads to the Speedway, but connects 
with many good county roads. 

Plats have been made of the prop- 
erty, and the whole plan is one which 
should meet with a favorable report 
from the city council. 

If Mr. Smith’s generous offer is not 
now accepted, he may soon erect cun- 
crete buildings at the corner of White- 
hall street and Stewart avenue, which 
would forever cut off any chance in 
the future of widening Stewart avenue. 

Atlanta is greatly in need of such 
manufacturing sites as are proposed in | 
the plan, and members of council who 
have looked into the matter agree that 
Mr. Smith's proposition should be ac- 
cepted.

Fighting all the way, first with his 
team mate, Al Livingston, then for 
156 miles with Harroun, in his Mar- 
mon “Wasp,"’ until the “Wasp” broke 
a coupling in the sixty-eighth lap, 
Johnny Aitken, in a National car, wor 
the 200-mile race and $1,000 in th;

Aitken took the lead from Living- 
ston at the end of the second lap 0o!

Harroun, pushed by Aitken, set @ 
pace that at the end of 75 miles, just 
after he had stopped for a new tire, 
gave Aitken, who jumped into the 
lead, a new world’s record fdr that 
distance. Aitken’s time for the 
miles was 63:31.09, while the previous 
record was 69:34.6, also held by the, 
National driver. 

Aitken kept the lead then for 100 | 
miles, until Harroun passed him, Dut 
the Wasp was unable to keep ahead 
long at a time and dropped out of the 
race altogether at the end of the 170th 
mile, when a coupling broke. 

In the 50-mile free-for-all event, Ed- 
die Hearne, driving a 120-horse power 
Benz, jumped into the lead from the 
start, and never was headed, although 
pushed hard by De Palma, in his 200- 
horse power Fiat for 40 miles, when 
the latter stopped to change tires. 
Hearne never stopped in the long 
grind, and finished almost two laps 
ahead of his nearest competitor, Ha”- 
roun, in the Marmon. 

Hearne’s time for 20 miles 15:06.5 
beat the world’s record for that dis- 
tance, 15:31.8, made by Robertson in a 
Fiat. Livingston, in a National, fin- 
ished third, closely on the heels of the 
Marmon. The prizes were $800 for 
first: $400 for second and $200 fu~ 
third.

BILL LANG LOSES 
TO AL KAUFMAN 


The Men Fought Six 
Rounds in Open Air 
at Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, September 5.—Al Kauf- 
man, the heavyweight of California, 
tonight got the popular decision over 
Bill Lang, the Australian heavyweight, 
In only one round did the Australian 
show to advantage, the second, in 
which he fought back and punished 
the Californian as severely as the ltat- 
ter had hurt him in the opening 
round. From this round to the close of 
the fight, Kaufman had al] the advan- 
tage. 

The fight as a spectacular exhibi- 
tion was disappointing. Time and 
again Lang would lead with his left 
and then rush to a clinch, it requiring 
the assistance of the referee to force 
the men apart. In the first round Kauf- 
man drove Lang to the ropes and had 
him in evidert distress, but the Aus- 
tralian grabbed his heavy opponent 
and hung on long enough to save him- 
self from a probable knockout.

Second in number only to the books 
are the pictures which cover the walls 
of every room in the house. 

Mr. Brown was never a collector of 
paintings, saying that he cared for 
nothing save the productions of the 
masters and such. a collection involved 
too great an outlay of money. However, 
he gathered together a great number 
of portraits, hundreds of them bearing 
the autograph of the subject. 

Napoleon Bonaparte seems to have 
been a favorite, there being no less 
than a score of different portraits of 
the famous general.

Mr. Brown once gave a dinner 
at which the Napoleon china was used 
on a tablecloth that had formerly 
graced the board of the ill-fated Max- 
milian, of Mexico. 

Rare china was one Mr. Brown's 
“*hobbies.”” He would look the world 
over to find a missing piece of a 
broken set. In his collection today 
is a three-piece set, one piece of which 
was found in a curio shop in New 
Orleans, another in a poor shack in 
Paris, and the third in a pawnshop in 
London. The set is of the rarest Eng- 
lish china and is said to be almost 
priceless.

Lock of Napoleon's Hair. 

A locket containing a lock of Na- 
poleon’s hair, alongside a certificate 
from the general’s attending physi- 
cian as to its genuineness, the keys 
of Andersonville prison, the first bal- 
lot cast for Jeff Davis and Alexana: 
Stephens as president and vice presi- 
det of the confederacy, a stay of exe- 
cution of spies in Missouri during the 
civil war, which arrived five minutes 
too late to save the unfortunate lives, 
and a bill for $15,000 for one night’s 
stay at a hotel in a Brazilian hotel, 
are among the things most calculated 
to interest the average man. 

There is also a splinter off the cof- 
fin in which Maximilian was placed 
immediately after his execution, and 
the original manuscrip of the one- 
time world-famous “Lalla Rookh.”’ 

On another table are to be found 
relics from all parts of the Orient, 
many of them taken from tombs of 
rulers a thousand years dead. There 
are fans of all ages, many of them 
formerly the property of reigning 
queens of Europe. In the same room 
fs a chair Napoleon Bonaparte used 
while dictator of Europe's fortunes. 

- A Fortune in Coins. 

As a coin collector. Mr. Brown 
ranked first in the south. His collec- 
tion today contains mere valuable 
coins than possibly any other in 'the 
south. From all nations a@nd all pe- 
riods they have been gathered. Many 
of them are all but priceless on ac- 
count of their rarity. Just what the 
entire collection is worth no one 
knows. It igs thought doubtful if the 
collector himself had any accurate 
idea. 

Another feature of the collection is 
a series of stamps struck from the 
original dies. This collection contains 
a proof of every stamp issued by the 
federal government from the time this 
became a free country until 1881. The 
dies were about to be destroyed while 
Governor Joseph E. Brown was a 
member of the United States senate 
in 1882, and a half dozen proofs of all 
the dies were taken as curios. Sen- 
ator Brown secured one of the sets of 
proofs, cnd these are now in the 
Brown collectio-. A number of almost 
priceless confederate stamps are -‘<«o 
in the lot. 

Collection Not Catalegued. 

So far as anyone knows, the al- 
most matchless collection which Mr. 
Brown has left behind him is not cat- 
alogued, and, as a consequence, it is 
thought that it will be with no little 
difficulty that any correct idea as to 
the value of the collection can be 
attained. It is pointed out that 
were the collection confined to any 
one particular line, an expert might 
be employed, but it is thought doubt- 
ful that @nyone competent to pass on 
the value of so widely varied a col- 
lection can be found.

The 
present large receipts Texas are 
no index of the size of the crop there 
as they are mainly due to premature 
opening and prevailing high prices. We 
continue to think that, based on pres- 
ent prospects, 12,000,000 bales is a fair 
working estimate. 

As to the demand, the carry-over is 
small and stocks, both of raw material 
and goods, have been heavily reduced 
all over the world, which should lead 
to an active competition and well-sus- 
tained, if not advancing, prices. Un- 
fortunately, acute as the situation ap- 
pears to be, the trade seems either to 
be unaware of it or to be deliberately 
disregarding it. Mill curtailment con- 
tinues on an unprecedented scale and 
no change looks probable during the 
current month unless perhaps in the

He explained later that he did not 
know who the man was or what his 
intentions were and had taken hold of 
his arm as a measure of self-protec- 
tion. 

He pushed the arm forward, 
ing the man half around so that he 
was powerless to use the arm. It 
was an old trick of self-defense which 
he had learned years ago, the colonel 
said.

Ejected from Platform.

In his conservation address Presiden: 


political term has come to mean the 
preservation of our natural resources 
for economical use, so as to secure the 
greatest good to the greatest number. 
In the development of this country, in 
the hardships of the pioneer, in the 
energy of the settler, in the anxiety of 
the investor for quick returns, there 
Was very little time, opportunity, or 
desire to prevent waste of those fre- 
sources supplied by nature which | 
could not be quickly transmitted into | 
money; while the invéstment of cap- 
ital was so great a desideratum that 
the people as a community exercised 
little or no care to prevent the trans- 
fer of absolute ownership of many of 
the valuagle natural resources to pri- 
vate in iduals, without retaining 
some kind of contro! of their use. 

“The impulse ofthe whole new com- 
munity was to encourage the coming 
of population, the increase of settie- 
ment, and the opening of business; 
and he who demurred in the slightest 
degree to any step which promised al- 
ditional development of the idle re- 
sources at hand was regarded as a 
traitor to his neighbors and an ob- 
structor to public progress. But now 
that the communities have become 
old, now that the flush of enthusiastic 
expansion has died away, now that the 
would-be pioneers have come to rea- 
lize that all the richest lands in the 
country have been taken up. we have 
perceived the necessity for a change of 
policy in the disposition of our natur- 
al resources s0 as to prevent the con- 
tinuance of the waste which has char- 
acterized our phenomenal growth in 
the past. Today we desire to restrict 
and retain under public control the ac- 
quisition and use by the capitalist of 
our natural resources. 


Danger From Waste. 


“The danger to the state and to the 
people at large from the waste and 
dissipation of our nationsi wealth is 
not one which quickly impresses itself 
on the people of the older communi- 
ties, because its most obvious instances 
do not occur in their neighborhood, 
while in the newer part of the country 
the sympathy with expansion and de- 
velopment is so strong that the danger 
is scoffed at or ignored. Among scien- 
tific men and thoughtful observers, 
however, the danger has always been 
present; but it needed some one to 
bring home the crying need for a rem- 
edy of this evil so as to impress itself 
on the public mind and lead to the for- 
mation of public opinion and action by 
the representatives of the people. 
Theodore Roosevelt took up this task 
in the last two years of his second ad- 
————- and well did he perform 
t 


“As nresident of the United States I 
have, as it were, inherited this policy, 
and I rejoice in the heritage. I prize | 
my high opportunity to do all that an 
executive can do to help a great peo- 
ple realize a great national ambition. 
For conservation is national. It affects 
every man of us, every woman, every 
child. What I can do in the cause I 
shall do, not as president of a party, 


Conservation is not a question of pol- 
itics, or of factions, or of persons. It 
is a question that affects the vital 
welfare of all of us—of our children 
and our children’s children. I urge that 
that no good can come from meetings 
of this sort unless we ascribe to those 
who take part in them, and who are 
apparently striving worthily in the 
cause, all proper motives, and unless 
we judicially consider every measure 
or method proposed with a view to its 


effectiveness in achieving our common 
purpose, and wholly without regard to 
who proposes it or who will claim the 
credit for its adoption. The problems 
are of very great difficulty and call for 
the calmest consideration and clearest 
foresight. Many of the questions pre- 
sented have phases that are new in 
this country, and it is possible that in 


their solution we may have to attempt 
first one way and then another. What 
I wish to emphasize, however, is that 
a satisfactory conclusion can only be 
reached promptly if we avoid acrimony, 
imputations of bad faith, and political 
controversy. 

All Conservation Phases Discussed. 

President Taft then discussed at 
length conservation with reference to 
the public domain. He talked of the 
reclamation act, the forest lands, the 


coal lands, the oil and gas lands, the 
phosphate lands and the water-power 
sites, and urged that the federal gov- 
ernment do everything possible, with- 
out invading the rights of the states, 
to conserve them. RKeferring to the 
Cunningham claims in Alaska, Presi- | 
dent Taft said: 

“The representatives of the govern- 
ment in the hearings before the land 
office have attacked the validity of) 
these Cunningham claims on the; 
ground that prior to their location 
there was an understanding between 
the claimants to pool their claims 
after they had been perfected and 
unite them Malone company. The trend 
of decision seems to show that such 
an agreement would invalidate the 
claims, although under the subsequent 
law of May 25, 1908, the consolidation 
of such claims was permitted, after 
location and entry. in tracts of 2,660 
acres. It would be, of course, improper 
for me to intimate what the result of 
the issye as to the Cunningham and 
other Alaska claims is likely to be, 
but it ought to be distinctly under- 
stood that no private claims for Alaska 
coal lands have as yet been allowed 
or perfected, and also that whatever 
the result as to pending claims, the 
sxisting coal land laws of Alaska are 
most unsatisfactory and should be rad- 
ically amended. To begin with, the 
purcnase price of the iand is a fiat 
rate of $10 per acre, although, as we 
have seen, the est.mate of the agent | 
of the geological survey would carry 
up the maximum of value to $500 an 
acre. In my judgment it is essentia! 
in the proper development of Alaska 
that these coal lands should be opened, 
and that the Pacific slope should bs 
given the benefit of the comparatively

new legisiation. It has been thought 
that there was danger of combination 
to obtain possession of all the power 
sites and to unite them under one con- 
trol. Whatever the evidence of this. of 
lack of it, at present we have had 
enough experience to know that com- 
bination would be profitable, and the 
control of a great number of power 
sites would enable the holders or own- 
ers to raise the price of power at will 
within certain sections; and the temp- 
tation would promptly attract inves- 
ors, and the danger of monopoly wou!d 
not be a remote one, 

“However this may be, it is the 
plain duty of the government to see 
to it that im the utilization and devel- 
opment of all this immense amount of 
water power, conditions shall] be im- 
posed that will prevent monopoly, and 
will prevent extortionate charges, 
which are the accompaniment of mo- 
nopoly. 

Complicated Sttuation. 

“It is contended that it would relieve 
a complicated situation if the control 
of the water power site and the control 
of the water were vested in the same 
sovereignty and ownership, viz, the 
states. and then were disposed of for 

evelopment to private lessees under 
the restrictions needed to preserve the 
luterests of the public from the ex- 
tortions and abuses of monopoly. 
Therefore, bills have been introduced 
in congress providing that whenever 
the state authorities deem a water 
power useful they may apply to the 
government of the United States for a 
grant to the state of the adjacent land 
for a water power site, and that this 
graut from the federal government to 
the state shall contain a condition that 
the state shall never part with the 
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title to the water power site or the 


water power, but shall lease it only 
for a term of years not exceeding fifty, 
with provisions in the lease by which 
the rental and the rates for which 
the power is furnished to the public 
shal' be readjusted at periods less than 
the term of the lease, say, every ten 
years. 

“The argument is urged against this 
disposition of power sites that lregisia- 
tors and state authorities are more 
subject to corporate influence and con- 
tru! than would be the central govern- 
ment; in reply it is claimed that the 
readjustment of the terms of leasehold 
every ten years would secure to the 
public and the state just and equitable 
terms. Then it is said that the state 
authorities are better able to under- 
stand the local need and what is a 
fair adjustment in the particular lo- 
cality than would be the authorities at 
Washington. It has been argued that 
after the federal government parts 
with title to a power site it cannot 
control the action of the state in ful- 
filling the conditions of the deed, to 
which it is answered that in the grant 
from the government there may be 
easily inserted a condition specifying 
the terms upon which the state may 
part with the temporary control of 
the water power sites, and, indeed, the 
water power, and providing for a for- 
feiture of the title to the water power 
sites in case the condition is not per- 
formed; and giving to the president, 


'in case of such violation of conditions, 


the power to declare forfeiture and to 
direct proceedings to restore the cen- 
tral government to the ownership of 
the power sites with all the improve- 
ments thereon, and that these condi- 
tions may be promptly enforced and 
the land and plants forfeited to the 
general government by suit of the 
United States against the state, which 
FS 19 “ero under the constitution. 
“I do not express an opinion upon 
the controversy thus made or a pref- 
erence as to the two methods of treat- 
ing water power sites. I shall submit 
the matter to congress and urge that 
one or the other of the tww pians be 
adopted. 
Time for Action. 
“At the ris« of wearying my au- 
dience I have cttempted to state as 
succinctly as may be the questions of 
conservatio.. as they apply to the pub- 
lic domain of the government, the 
conditions to which they apply, and 
the proposed solution of them. I am 
bound to say that the time has come 
for a halt in generai rhapsodies over 
conservation, making the word mean 
every known good in the world; for, 
after the public attention has been 
roused, such appeals are of doubtful 
utility and do not direct the publie to 
the specific course that the people 


‘should take, or have their legislators 


take, in order to promote the cause 
of conservation. ‘The rousing of emo- 
tions on a subject jike this, which has 
only dim outlines in the minds of the 
people affected, after a while ceases 
to be useful, and the whole movement 
will, if promoted on these lines, die 
for want of practical direction and of 
demonstration to the people that prac. 
tical reforms are intended. 

“Real conservation involves wise. 
non-wasteful use in the present gen- 
eration, with evry possible means of 
preservation for succeeding genera- 
tions; and though the problem to se- 
cure this end may be difficult, the 
burden is on the present generation 
promptiy to solve it and not to run 
away from it as cowards, lest in the 
attempt to meet it we may make some 
mistake. As I have said elsewhere, 
the problem is how to save and how to 
utilize, how to conserve and still de- 
velop; for no sane person can contend 
that it is for the common good that 
nature's blessings should be stored 
only for unborn generations. 

“I beg of you, therefore, in your de- 
liberations and in your informal dis- 
cussions, when men come forward to 
su evils that the promotion of 
conservation is to r . that you 
invite them to point out the specific 
evils and the specific remedies; that 
you invite them to come down to de- 
tails im order that their discussions 
may flow into channels that shall be 
useful rather than into perlods that 
shall be eloquent and entertsining, 
without sh ing real light on the 
subject. The people should be shown 
exactly what is neefed in order that 
they make their represer.tatives in con-
